The  national  forest  purchase  units  of  southeastern  Missouri 
were  proclaimed  as  the  Clark  National  Forest  by  President  Roose¬ 
velt  on  September  11,  1939.  The  gross  area  of  the  forest  is  1,970,000 
acres,  of  which  about  800,000  acres  were  purchased  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  up  to  January  1,  1940. 


The  administration  of  the  national  forest  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  forest  supervisor.  The  forest  is  divided  into  ranger  districts, 
each  of  which  is  managed  by  a  forest  ranger.  The  ranger  is  head¬ 
quartered  at  the  most  practical  point  for  directing  and  supervising 
the  activities  of  forest  management  and  developments  within  his 
district.
